Five years i» a comparatively ahort time when 
measured hy the "time" standard, but when one 
conaldere thie period by the standard of accomplish-, 
meat and development it can become of consider- 
able oxLent. .Such is the conchuian one forms when 
investigating the progress made in the affairs of 
the Canada West Territory from its inception five 
years ago. OnerhaH decade has 'witnessed a pheno- 
menal growth iA Salvation Amy affairs in the Can- 
adion West, a growth which haa more than justified 
the formation <f the Territory, *jm] haa proved the 
wisdom which actuated the. movement 

A Visitor from the United States m*de a tour of 
inspection of thie great Western land during the 
harvest aeaaonr His impression was "nothing bat 
Heaven and wheat" But it was quite another vision 
thflt our General saw when he viewed with the eye 
of the peer the fipiritual harvest fields of Western 
Canada and determined upon their greater develop' 
ment. Their possibility for the KinRitam of Cod 
wan tho appeal, "The West for God" was the clar- 
ion call. 

Following the visit of The General in tho fall of 
1913, plans for the formation of the Canada West 
Territory were speedily completed, and in Jfnly, 
I91G, the installation meetings of Commissioner and 
Mrs. SoKion as the first Territorial Isadora in 
Western Canada were eondnctcd by Commissioner 
Lamb, the International Secretary.

One would naturally conclude that, in order to 
double the Divisional Centres, a numl>or of new 
Corps must have been opened. At the commence- 
ment of the Territory, seventy-two Coips were in 
operation, and this number has increased to 102, A 
corresponding increase hfta boon cfFcetcd in the 
number of Officers. Tn order to meet the ever- 
growing need for Officers, a great development has 
taken place. 

The Training School

The ma- 
jority ol them arc Salvation Army fcroducts--eon- 
vcrtcd aa Younff People and passing through tho 
various stages of the YJ. Corps. WC arc tliUH 
able to feel the pulse of progress of our Y.P. work 
by Its contributions to tho Training Sessions. One 
of the outstanding features of Y.P. development 5h 
the Youns People's Day. Tho first Y.P. Day was 
held some nine years ago, with an attendance of 
less than one hundjtd. During; the winter montha 
recently- past ten Y.P. Days wore held at var- 
ious centres throughout the West, with a total 
attendance of some two thousand Young People, 
and plana arc under way for a still greater number 
usiiiig the coining Full cuDipaigns. 

Men's and Women's Social Deportment 

The ever-increasing population of the Weflt has 
bronght with It an increased number of those to 
whom it w&s necessary to extend moterial assist- 
ance. The Army has made every effort to meet tide 
need in its Social Institutions; not in ono pleco only, 
but tho witness of the chain of Institutions from 
Port Arthur to Victoria is proof ponitlvo of the 
many calls made and met throughout tho West. At 
the commencement of the Territory there Were 
eleven Social Institutions for men and women Jn the 
West Today The Army Is operating no leas than 
sixteen Social Institutions in Canada West Some 
exceptional properties have been acquired for LhEii 
purpose. A9 the need has ariHCll, eo the Lord bus 
provided a sflilahle building In which tho need could 
be met Grace Hospital is maintaining Its splendid 
rewrd. The circle of Its Influence Ih wifkr thnn 
ever. It uanurifs zmongflt its friend* the lifeboat 
and tlw; lowest in the community. M midntnlnu Its 
open door for the needy, Tho Mcn'H Soclnl work 
has made "remarkable strides. Splendid InstltutionH 
are now being operated in Fort William, Port Ar-

Finance and Property 

With the increased need and greater opportunity 
has come the increased rceponBlblllty of Finance, 
White thfs side of The Army's operations may bo 
very prosaic, yet the story of our finances Is a very 
fascinating and very eloquent one.

Benjamin Franklin, tho famous Am- 
erican philosopher, paid a striking tri- 
bute In his autobiography to the power 
of Whltcfleld's eloquence to unloose 
the purse-strings of reluctant givers. 
Franklin believed in the integrity of 
Whltefleld and in his Orphanage for 
Children, but refused to contribute 
towards the funds for building the lat- 
ter* 

"I happened soon after to attend onu 
of Ids sermons, Jn tho course of which 
I perceived he intended to finish with 
a collection, and I silently resolved ho 
should get nothing from me. X had in 
my pocket a handful of copper money, 
three or four silver dollars, and five 
pistoles in gold. As he proceeded I 
began to soften, and concluded to give 
the coppers. Another stroke of hjB 
oratory made me ashamed of that, and 
determined s me to give the silver, and 
he finished so admirably that I c-uiu- 
tied my pocket wholly into tha col- 
lector's dish, gold and all." 

On that occasion a friend of Frank- 
lin's left his money at home on going 
to tho meeting, that he might not be 
powuaded by the witchery of White- 
field's speech to make a contribution. 
Towards the end of the discourse his 
mind changed, and he applied to a 
friend to lend him some money, The 
answer reveals the power Whltefleld 
had over men's hearts: "At any other 
time, Friend Kopklnson, I would lead 
to thee freely; but not now, for thee 
seems to me to be out of thy right 
senses,"

I Smith on summer care of infanta, and

In the hot summer months the skin 
I Is much more active in throwing off 
f the waste products than in tho cooler 
I weather, so that to keep the pores 
I open and functioning properly a sec- 
| end bath should alwaya tw given in 
I the evening 1 . This not only freshens 
I and Invigorates the skin, bat has a 
| soothing effect on the infant, tending 
| to produce, a restful sleep. Besides 
I tho excessive perspiration, the baby 
| often suffers, front prickly -heat. For 
I this try sponging two or three times 
I dally with a c<k>1 tswluLion of bicarbo- 
I note of soda in water, using one tea- 
I spoorfnl of soda to every pint of 
! water. 

[ ■ Clothing — Remember that loose 
[ clothing keeps the child comfortable 
I and allows proper growth. 

Airing — Fresh air and sonsaine are 
>f as much importance as food. Booms 
I from which fresh air is excladed mean 
: weakness and sickness. On hot days, 
however, keep the child out of the di- 
rect glare of the sun. 
Milk Sapply — All reasonably clean 
; milk is made perfectly safe by boiling 
' for U-'it minutes,. It may be cooled 
rapidly hy placing the dish in another 
' filled with cold or ice water. The milk 
1* then placed ia a bottle* stoppered 
' and put on Ice. If no ice ia obtain- 
able, stand tho bottle in a shallow dish 
containing about an Inch of water. 
Place one end of a piece of cheese 
Cloth or old towelling in the water, 
wrapping the other loosely aboot the 
bottle. In the process of evaporation, 
heat Is taken from the bottle, Icavmg 
the milk cooler than before. 

Tills ia the same principle aa that 
employed in tho icetess refrigerators 
now coming on the market.
